Sadat was warned by 
Russians against 
war: Paris paper

PARIS. — The conservative daily 
“Figaro”. reported yesterday that 
the Saviet Union has warned Presi- 
dent Sadat ‘that there would be no 
Russian support if he started a war 
against Israel. 

One of France's ‘most experienced 
journalists, Thierry Desjardins, said 
in a report from Cairo thet he had 
discovered that 13 Soviet mflitary 
advisers had recently been expelled 
from Egypt. The advisers, concern~ 
ed with the defence of Alexandria 
Port against air attack, made some 
scathing remarks about tthe Egyp- 
tian Army at a dinner party. 

After thelr expulsion the Soviet 
Consul in the city was also replac- 
ed.

BELFAST. — Gunmen bombed 2 
hotel yesterday at Dungiven in 
County Tyrone causing extensive 
damage, ἃ police spokesman re- 
ported.

Law must prevail even 


The respondent rented a shop from 
the appellant for a period of 10 
months. Towards the end of this 
period he applied to the Tenancy 
Tribunal to fix the rent he had to 
pay as a statutory tenant. The Te- 
nancy Tribunal accepted the land- 
lord's argument that the respondent 
was not a protected tenant and that 
ft was not competent, therefore, to 
fix rent for the shop. 

The Tel Aviv District Court rever- 
sed this decision and sent the matter 
back to the Tenancy Tribunal to fix 
the statutory rent for the shop, bas- 
ing its decision on the fact that no 
mention was made in the lease agree- 
ment of the fact that the shop was 
built after April, 1954.

pute. Furthermore, he noted, the 
lease agreement did stipulate ex- 
pressly that the Tenants Protection 
aw and any similar provisions of 
law were not applicable to it and 
that the tenancy was not protected 
by the law. It would appear, there-. 
fore, he said, that, from the point 
of view of justice and equity, the 
landlord was entitled to the sympathy 
and aid of the courts. However, he 
held, from the point of view of the 
law there wags regrettably nothing 
the courts could do to help him. For 
the law quite clearly and unequivo- 
cally lays down that two particulars 
must he stated in the lease agree- 
ment if the premises are to be 
immune from the statutory protec- 
tion, and while the courts have 
always been preparedto interpret 
this demand liberally by stretching 
ἃ point in cases where reference is 
at-least' made indirectly to these 
two’ particulars (as, for example,-by 
the mezition-of section 1 of the New 
Buildings Law in the Jease agree- 
ment) they cannot go so far as to 
content themselves with the fact 
that the tenant must have been 
aware that the building was com- 
pleted, and that the premises were 
let for the first time, after the 
dates specified in the law, even- 
though there were nomention of 
this, either directly or indirectly, in 
the lease agreement. For such know- 
ledge neither added to nor derogated 
from the demand that these parti- 
culars be stated in the lease agree- 
ment. Nor was it relevant that the 
lease agreement expressly precluded 
the application of the Tenants Pro- 
tection Laws. 

In short, Justice Witkon conclu- 
ded, even though the demands of 
the Jaw may appear to be excessive- 
ly formal, and even unreasonable, in 
the circumstances, they may not be 
ignored. For this reason, the District 
Court's decision had been correct and 
the appeal should ‘be dismissed. 


Justice Kahn 
In concurring regretfully that 
the appeal should be dismissed Jus- 
tice Kahn held that it was not 
within the power of the court to 
ignore the express injunction of the 
legislature and they had perforce to 
bow down to the letter of the law. 
Justice Berinson concurred with his 
colleagues. 
Appeal dismissed with IL500 
costs.

Gaza Strip. When the Egyptians re- 
turned after the withdrawal of the 
Israelis, Rashdi was imprisoned and 
died ag a result of the treat- 
ment he received at the hands of 
the Egyrtians. 

T/A Gazit explained to the press 
lowing biography of Husseini He 
was born in January, 1943, in Gaza, 
and completed secondary school 
there. In 1961 he went to the Cairo 
Polige Academy for two years, but 
failed his final examinations. Back 
in Gaza in 1965 he was called up 
by the Shukeiry Palestinian Army 


of Liberation. He evaded conscrip- © 


tion and was tater arrested. Due 
to the intervention of members of 
the Husseini family, he was releas- 
ed, 


NEVER MARRIED 

Later he went to Egypt, where he 
enrolled ag an officer cadet at the 
army college and subsequently gra- 
duated as a second Ueutenant. He 
again returned to Gaza, in 1966, 
and joined the Shukeiry Army. 
During the Six Day War he de- 
serted his unit. He eventually be- 
came commander of the Popular 
Liberation Forces for the whole 
Gaza Strip. 

Never . married, Husseini was 
kmown to smoke hashish and 
gamble. The handsome saboteur had 
many women friends. 

Under his command, a number of 
sabotage acts, ‘grenade throwings 
and murders of Arabs suspected of 
cooperation with Israel were car- 
ried out. It 1s not known, how- 
ever, whether Hussein! himself took 
active part-in any of these acts. 

The fact that he managed to 
evade capture by the Israeli author- 
d#ties for four years was due to his 
great care in concealing his iden- 
tity. Only two or three members 
of his cell knew who their com- 
mander was. He stood 17th on the 
list of the most wanted terrorists, 
which contains about 100 names. 

T/A Gazit said that there are 60 
or 70 other terrorist leaders who 
have not yet been caught. But he

_ ‘Olive tree affair’ 
reaches Knesset floor

The case of the uprooted olive trees in Jerusalem's San Martin area 
{reported in yesterday's Jerusalem Post) took on the complexities of the 
Netivet Neft affair yesterday with a parliamentary question directed at 
, the Interior Minister and two separate Investigations being launched. . 

ἑ In the Knesset, Dr. Yehuda Ben-Meir (N.R.P.) asked Interior Min- 
ister Yosef Burg what action would be taken if tha report in The Post 
that live ollve trees had been uprooted Sunday by a private contractor 
proved to be accurate. ; 
The Jerusalem Municipality spokesman yesterday said that an 
inspector from the Municipality's Beautification Ὧι ent, a Mr. 
Darwish, visited the scene Monday and reported that the trees involved 
had been dead. This was hotly denied by residents of the area, who 
reported that while some dead trees had been knocked down, fully leafed 
and obviously thriving trees had been uprooted as well. 

“EF can tell a dead tree from a live tree,” said Arik Pelzig, a design 
Btudent at the Bezalel Academy of Art. He said he had counted 15 live 
trees lying on the ground, at least five of them large and the remainder 
young. Other residents, however, said that “dozens” of trees had been 
uprooted over an area extending across Herzog Road towards the Holy- 
land Hotel. ᾿ 

Mrs. Felix Klein-Franke said that many of the dead trees. have 
been burnt by Arab shepherds who graze their sheep and goats in the 
area and frequently set fire to trees while making camp beneath them. 

The olive grove which once covered the area has not yet been com- 
pletely destroyed. Ὁ τς 

Nehemia Oz, director of the Beautification Department, said last 
night that he will send his inspector out again today to examine the 
trees which had been uprooted and to determine whether any of them 
were alive. Other inspectors are also to be sent out by the Jewish 
National Fund, which bears the legal responsibility for the care of 
“protected trees,” a category which includes the olive tree. Haim Blass, 
in charge of the Forestry Division of the J.N.F.’s Central District, told 
The Post last night that no permit had been issued for removal of olive 
trees tron the area. Fines for uprooting such trees, he said, range. up 
to 5 :

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Property compensation bill Professionals’ All 


for E. Jerusalemites readied 


By ANAN SAFADI, Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 
Justice Minister ¥.S. Shapiro is expected to submit to the Knesset 
next month an amended version of the Absentees’ Property Bill, 1971, 
which will enable East Jerusalemite Arabs to receive compensations 


for their immovable property in 

The draft bill was originally sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet last June and 
was due to be brought before the 
Knesset in October. But reaction 
to the ill, especially in- Arab 
quarters, led to further studies 
which Mr. Shapiro has been con- 
ducting in cooperation with a 
number of leading Arab attorneys. 

The text of the new version ‘has 
not yet been made public. But one 
East Jerusalemite lawyer termed 
the changes in the original text as 
“tremendous concessions” the 
Government. He implied that the 
‘bill, in its new version, would bring 
about a settlement of the East 
Jerusalemites’ claims on property 
they owned in Israel before the 
establishment of the State, especial- 
‘ly in West Jerusalem. The lawyer 
would not elaborate, 

However, indications were that 
the amendments mainly affected the 
manner of compensation. In the 
original draft claimants were to be 
paid in non-negotiable Government 
bonds to be discharged annually over 
8 period of 20 years beginning in 
1975. An interest of 5.5% was to 
be paid on the ponds and compensa- 
tion was to be fixed at 125 per cent 
of the assessed value of the pro- 
perty, for property tax purposes, 
on November 29, 1947. The figure 
thus arrived at would have been 


multiplied by 8.4 to raise the sum 
to the extent to which the Israel 
pound has depreciated in comparison 
with the pound sterling since Nov- 
ember 1947, 

The key feature of the new 
amendments appears to be valuation 
of the property as it stood in 1956 
and not 1951, when the valuation was 
based on the recommendations of 
U.N. Palestine ConciHation Com- 
mission expert John Berncastle, a 
Briton who previously served as 
chief valuer of the British Manda- 
tory Government. Furthermore, the 
Israel pound in 1956 would reported- 
ly be considered for the purpose of 
compensation as equivalent to the 
sterling. 

‘Meanwhile, the new valuation 
under the new version of the draft 
bill to ‘be submitted to the Knesset 
wilt considerably increase the 
originally estimated sum of $100m. 
to cover the compensation for an 
estimated 10,000 claimants from 
Bast Jerusalem. 

A reliable source said that the 
Treasury, which ‘will be handling 
the compensation claims with the 
assistance of 8 consultative com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Min- 
ister of Finance, is already explor- 
ing possibilities of forelgn aid, es- 
pecially from the US, 


Gov't to double IL8m. grant 


to Jerusalem

The Jerusalem Municipality, which 
has been getting an annual IL8m. 
grant from the Government 
since the Six Day War to finance 
municipal operations in East Je- 
rusalem, will be getting double that 
amount beginning next fiscal year, 

‘The new annual payment of 
116,150,000 was agreed upon after 
a year's calculations by a team 
composed of representatives from 
the Municipality and the Minis- 
tries of Finance and Interior. It is 
based upon the value of property 
in Hast Jerusalem prior to the 
Six Day War. 

The Municipality has been seek- 
ing the revised system of payment 
ever since the Government  tasti- 
tuted the IL8m. grant after the 
war. Mayor Teddy Kollek con- 
tended that instead of a grant the 
city was entitled to receive pay- 
ment ‘based on the value of pro- 
perty in the areas newly added to 
the Municipality. 

Under a law instituted just prior 
payment of 
property tax in Israel no longer 
went. to local authorities but. .-to 


Municipality 


the Government. In turn, the Guv- 
ernment paid the local authority 
@ certain percentage of the total 
taxes it collected, including income 
tax. The Jerusalem Municipality 
claimed that it should receive such 
payment based on what the pro- 
perty tax in“ Hast Jerusalem would 
have been had it been part of the 
Municipality when the new law 
went into effect in April, 1967. 

Municipal Treasurer Yosef Uzieli 
said last night that calculations 
were made on the basis of sales 
deeds and other documents in Hast 
Jerusalem dating from that period. 

The increase of US8m._ will 
be 8 welcome addition to the mu- 
nicipal ‘budget which this year to- 
tals 11113m, 

Mr, Uziell said that property tax 
being paid in Hast Jerusalem does 
not yet amount to Wiém, but 
that other taxes, ὁ ly income 
tax, ‘bring the total taxes paid 
over that figure.

Austrian visas 
given for 
‘humane reasons’

HAIFA. — The Austrian Embessy 
in Moscow Issues visas to Soviet 
Jews emigrating to Israel, enabling 
them to pass through Vienna. This 
is done “for humanitarian reasons" 
and on the tacit understanding that 
the emigrants will not stay in Aus- 
tria, the Charge D'Affaires of the 
Austrian Embassy in Israel, Dr. 
Karl Weber, told the press here 
yesterday. 

He said that the Austrian Inter- 
lor Ministry was anxious that the 
emigrants do not stay in the coun- 
try, “because we have a big re- 
fugee problem.” 

Dr. Weber, who was the guest of 
the Haifa Journalists Association, 
also answered questions on rela- 
tions between his country and Is- 
rael. He noted that trade had been 
steadily growing. In 1965 Austria 
exported 133 million schillings (over 
$5 million) worth of products to 
Israel and Israel exported 97 mil- 
lion schillings to Austria. Last year's 
total was 244 miliion schillings 
(about $10m.) in Austrian exports 
and 243 schillings in Israeli exports 
to Austria. 

This year, following the revalua- 
tion of the Austrian currency and 
Israel's Import surcharges, Austrian 
exports had dropped off somewhat, 
while Israeli sales to Austria had 
grown, anc the trade balance had 
been favourable to Israel. Austria's 
exports to Israel were mainly manu- 
factured and semt-manufactured 
goods, machinery, microscopes, wood 
and minerals, while it had bought 
mainly citrus ὅτις from Israel. 

In the cultural relations field, he 
noted that Professor Kurt Schubert, 
head of the Judaica Department of 
the University of Vienna, is now in 
Israel to give three lectures on Re- 
ligious Disputes between Jews and 
Christians in the Middle Ages and 
Jewish Religious Sites in Austria. 

‘The artistic director of the Vienna 
State Opera, Professor Marcel 
‘Prawy, will also be lecturing on the 
work of the Opera in the country. 
A two-man delegation from the Mu- 
nicipality of Vienna is arriving to 
discuss holding an exhibition on the 
Municipality in Jerusalem next May. 
Furthermore there are quite regu- 
lar youth exchanges between the 
two countries and in 1970 2 total 
of 15,000 Israeli tourists had visited 
Austria.

Dealers in antiquities will have 
their sales to fo: ers more 
strictly controlled, and will have 
to keep an inventory of all the 
antiquities they have for sale, 
under a new amendment to the 
Antiquities Ordinance moved to 
the set's Education Com- 
mittee on the first reading yes- 
terday. . 

Deputy Premier and MEducation 
Minister Yigal Allon said that the 
authorities responsible for archaeo- 
logical work ‘had to fight to protect 
antiquities from ravages. He men- 
tioned Court orders served about 
destruction in Meron, Tiberias, 
Hatsor and Migdal, but complained 
that the fines for contravention 
were not high enough to deter of- 
tenders. 

Mr. Uri Avneri (Ha’olam Hazeh) 
caused a stir in the House when 
he accused Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan of systematically contraven- 
ing the Anfiguittes Law by Diegal 
digs. As a result, he charged, the 
Minister ‘had ‘become one of the 
country’s biggest traders in anti- 
quities. He digs without hindrance 
anywhere in Jsrael or the ‘dd- 
ministered territories, he- said. 

Mr. Avneri said that ome expert 
had told him that the Minister's 
private collection was worth IL38m. 
Big’ Tel Aviv hotels were selling 
antiquities, with a testimonial at- 
tached signed by Mr. Dayan, attest- 
ing that they came from ‘hls own 
collection, He said there was no 
moral ‘basis for applying the lew 
against other offenders, if the 
Defence Minister were not included.
